Mrs. Louise Lindtoff, the spiritualist mo- 
dium, was found guilty last night of the 
murder of her gon, Arthur, who was 15 years 
old. The jury which returned the verdict 
fixed her punishment et twenty-five years 
in the penitentiary. 

Although specifically charged with killing 
her boy, the state introduced evidence in an 
effort to prove she also poisoned five other 
members of her family, as a result of whose 
deaths she collected $12,650 in insurance. 

Of the six white women tried in Cook 
county this year on charges of homicide 
Mrs. Lindlof is the only one convicted. At 
the state's attorney's office it was stated 
this is the only sensational murder case 
against a woman in Chicago where the in- 
dictment has been sustained. 

The Lindioff jury arrived at a verdict after 
five hours and eight minutes of deiibera- 
tion. At 8:56 o'clock the foreman knocked 
on the door and informed the bailiff who 
opened it they had agreed. Judge William 
Fenimore Cooper, called by Judge Thomas 
G. Windes to receive the verdict, hastily 
was summoned from the Newberry hotel. 


Verdict Is Read, 

After court was convened he arose and 
asked: 

„Gentlemen, have you reached a verdict?’’ 

“ We have,“ replied Foreman Felix Kalb, 
who handed a bundle of papers to the clerk, 
who read: 

„We, the jury, find the defendant, Louisa 
Lindloft—’’ 

He paused a moment and Mre Lindloff, 
who sat with her eyes glued on his lips, held 
her breath. 

“Guilty of murder as charged in the in- 
dictment.” 

When the clerk read the fatal word the 
woman dropped her eyes and collapsed in her 
chair. She did not weep and in a minute or ao 
the only visible trace of emotion was the 
redness of her face. 

The clerk completed reading the document: 

“We fix her punishment at twenty-five 
years in the penitentiary.” 

Attorney George Remus immediately made 
a motion for a new trial. It will be argued on 


Nov. 16. 
Asserts She Is Innocent. 

Mrs. Lindloff walked away unsupported 
with her guard. But at the elevator in the 
rear of the courtroom the fron nerve she has 
shown during the trial failed her. She faint- 
ed, falling across a chair. It was five min- 
utes before she could be revived. 

Before her collapse she again asserted she 
was innocent. 

“I'm innocent, and I wil) be vindicated in 
my next trial,” she said in a low voice. 2 1 
will be acquitted, for the spirits have told 
me.

A tent put up on a vacant jot in Mineola 
was filled with a crowd which flowed over 
the lot.

Police Cannot Stop Bush. 

The police did their best to stem the rush, 
but. there was no stopping the people, who 
swarmed on the platform until it held twice 
as many as it had been intended to accom- 
modate. 

Col. Roosevelt had scarcely taken his seat 
when the structure gave way. His chair 
was near the front, and he did not lose his 
balance, although it required a quick move- 
ment to avoid being thrown over.

BREAKS DEADLOC

.. Washington, D. C., Nov. (—The death ot 
Representative George H. Utter of Rhode 
Island apparently breaks the deadlock in 
whith the house of representatives would 
find itself t it were called upon to elect a 
president.

‘Rules Evidence Admissible. 

After a conference with his conferees Judge 
Carter ruled evidence of conditions on the 
north and west side lines will de admissible 
providing it pertains to similar conditions on 
the south de. 

Another point developed by the argument 
was whether or not the arbitration decision 10 
to govern @ contract between the Chicago 
Railways companyand its employés, 

No provision covering this point, it seems. 
has been incorporated in the arbitration 
agreement with the Chicago Cityorailway, 
although a verbal agreement had been en- 
tered into between President Mahon of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employés and 9 
John M. Reach of thé Caicago Railwaye 
company at a conference in Mayor Harri- 
son's office. At this conference, before arbi- 
tration was commenced, it was agreed by 
President Roach his company would waive 
al) right to participate in the arbitration and 
would accept the terms made with the Chh 
cago City rallway.

BENSON WINS BIG PRIZE. 


Modest Bust Portrait, My 
Daughter, Takes Potter Palm- 
er Gold Medal and $1,000. 


BY HARRIET MONROE. 

The twenty-fifth annual exhfbdition of 
American oll paintings and sculpture wii 
open with a reception to members at the Art 
institute this afternoon. There are 455 num- 
bers in the catalogue, of which no less than 
147 are works of sculpture, all but fourteen 
of these being small bronzes collected by the 
National Sculpture society. 

In the larger galleries the pictures are all 
hung on the Mne, but not enough effort is 
made to group them according to pictorial 
harmonies. 

The prizes this year are awarded apparem- 
ly for completeness, all round good workman- 
ship, rather than for more conspicuous quali- 
thes. 

The modest little bust . portrait, “ My 
Daughter,” with which Frank W. Benson 
wins the Potter Palmer gold medal and $1,000, 
is a quiet, carefully studied, and exceilently 
painted picture in Benson's best style, though 
not in his most inspired mood; fine, sweet, 
simphe, but not hot from the griddle, so to 
speak; a beautiful littl picture, though, and 
a sympathetic portrait. 


Weir Takes Second Prize. 

The second prize goes also to a picture 
fine and quiet and complete. Alden Weir's 
poetic vision of Fifth avenue at night, The 
Plasa- Nocturne,“ which takes the Harris 
silver medal and $500. This is an exquisite 
thing, one of the most delicate essays on the 
Skyscraper theme which has ever * 
here. 

Waugh's large gray “ Surf and W which 
takes the Harris bronze medal and $300, is 
much quieter and more convincing than most 
of his overdramatizsed marines, though 
3 convincing enough for this distinc- 

on. 

The more informal honor accord by the 
Friends of American Art to Ralph Clarkson 
by the purchase of his large blue-robed 
American lady. Nouvart Dzeromn,” for the 
institute, is of more local interest than any 
of the prizes. The honor is deserved, for 
the picture is probably the most distinguished 
thing this painter has ever done. It would 
seem to mark a new departure in his style, a 
strong step in advance, a heightened accom- 
plishment. The varying blues are admirably 
handled, and the figure has dramatic beauty, 
mobility, and grace. 


Honorable Mention for Zettler. 

The honorable mention awarded to Emil 
Robert Zettler for his gray marble bust of 
“ Fret. . 
honor accorded to a Chicago artist. The ex- 
treme compactness and simplicity of this 
head and the profound harmonious beauty of 
the-characterization, are worthy of all praise. 

Other honorable méntions are for Sum- 
mer E\vening,’’ by Frank C. Peyraud: “ The 
Brock,“ by Philip Little, and “ The Puff of 
Smoke, a vivid drama in grays, by Gifford 
Beal. The award of the Cahn prize of $100 
for the best Chicago picture to Wilson Ir- 
vine emphasizes this artist’s increase of 
power. One or two of his landscapes have 
great delicacy of tone, a beautiful silvery 
radiance. 

As a whole the exhibition gives an impres- 
sion of freshness and vitality, with more in- 
dividuality of motion and variety of style 
than usual. Certain prominent men are dis- 
appointing however. One scarcely recognizes 
Gari Melchers in His three pictures; Walter 
McEwen’'s Interlude 1s rather thin and 
trite for so large a canvas, and why Carroll 
Beckwith's and Jean Rachmiel’s huge af- 
fairs should have crossed the sea at large ex- 
pense is a riddle too deep for human brains. 


Other Works Show Excellence. 

But we have Charles Hawthorne's fine

Dr. J. D. Robinson Reeruits Audience 
for Democratic Rally at Clinic.

Political Mee Follows Clinic. 

A week ago last ursday Dr. John Dill 
Robinson asked the authorities of the Cook 
County hospital for permission to conduct a 
clinic in the institution. The request was 
granted. On the same afternoon Dr. Robin- 
gon, assisted by an interne of the hospital, 
performed a clinic in,the amphitheater of the 
hospital before about 1,000 students. They 
were students of McKillips Veterinary col- 
lege on Wabash avenue and of Loyola univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Robinson holds no official position with 
Cook County hospital. After the unofficial 
clinic was finished the surgeon took the spec- 
tators of the operation to a hall at Ogden 
avenue and Twelfth street to listen to politi- 
cal epeeches telling why Peter Bartzen 
should be re@lected president of the county 
board and member of the board of county 
commissioners. Dr. Robinson delivered the 
principal speech. 


Dr. Teter Stands * 

Daniel P. Teter, assistant warden of the 
Cook county hospital, informed Warden 
Bailey that Dr. Robinson was going to con- 
duct the clinic, and that there was nothing 
out of the ordinary about the clinic itself. 

It is a rule at Cook county hospital that 
no physician tot connected in an official ca- 
pacity with the institution shal! conduct a 
clinic there. Dr. Teter was asked yesterday 
by a erporter for Tue TRIBUNE why stu- 
dents studying to become veterinaries were 
given the special privilege of viewing Cook 
county hospital clinics in violation of the 
rule. He replied: 

I was told by Dr. Robinson the students 
who were to be present at the clinic belonged 
to Loyola university. Supt. Bailey asked me 
if there was anything out of the ordinary 
about that procedure. I told him out of 
courtesy to Dr. Robinson the permission 
had been granted and that no precedent was 
being established.

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Exvected Stock Will Be Raised to 860, 
000,000 in Near Future—Follows 
Plan of New Jersey Companies.

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CONSTABLES AIDS 
FOR DEMOCRATS 


Bartzen and Allies Will Have 
County Pay Poll Watchers 
in Country Districts 


Old Employes Say Supreme Court 
Decided Against Partisan 
Scheme Years Ago. 


President Bartsen called a special meeting 
of the county board yesterday for the ap- 
pointment of “constables to preserve the 
peace at each of the country town polling 
places. An advocate explained the special 
constables are to act as watchers, paid for 
by the county. Candidates and parties with- 
in the city are compelled to pay for their 
own watchers. 

This is the first time in twenty years the 
constable “game” has béen tried. At that 
time the case landed in court and some older 
county employés say the state Supreme 
court decided the appointments were illegal. 
It is a certainty the action of the board now 
is illegal because the statute plainly asserts 
any action for the expenditure of money 
shall receive ten affirmative votes to be valid. 


Here Is Motion. 


The constable action received only eight 
votes. Then Bartzen decided the motion had 
been carried. It was made by Commissioner 
Glennon and reads: 

That the president of the board be au- 

thorized to appoint a committee of three 

members of the board and the county 
clerk to select persons to be sworn in as 
constables in the various polling places in 

Cook county, outside of the city of Chi- | 

cago and the town of Cicero, whose duty 

it shall be to preserve order at thé polis 
during the election to be held Tuesday, 

Nov. 5, 1912—one such constable to be 

employed in each precinct and the cost to 

be paid out of the election purposes 
fund. 

Commissioner Hartray alone spoke against 
the motion. 

It is entirely urmecessary,"*hesaid, and 
a waste of money. Who hes any information 
that trouble is expected? There is no good 
reason for spending the county's money for 
this alleged purpose.” 


Vote on the Motion, 


Commissioner Hartray voted againet the 
plan. Commissioner Sultan declined to vote, 
and the following voted in favor of the reso- 
lution: Commissioners Bartzen, Burg, Cof- 
fey, Fitzgerald, Glennon, Harris, Kuflew- 
ski, and Ragen. 

Commissioners Glennon, Fitzgerald, and 
Harris were appointed a committee to con- 
fer with County Clerk Sweitzer. He did not 
take to the .dea, but the three commis. 
sioners insisted he obey the order of the 
board. 

Two months ago the county board tried 
to gain an illegal advantage in the selection 
of the judges and clerks in the country dis- 
tricts. The law provides there shall be two 
judges of the party which last cast a ma- 
jority of the vote of the precinct. Nearly 
all the country districts are Republican, 
but the county board decided to appoint 
two Democratic judges. The [illegality of 
the proceeding was argued by the four Re- 
publican commissioners until the board re- 
scinded its action. 


Will Appoint Ousted Judges. 

The committee decided to appoint as con- 
stables the Democrats removed ae judges. 

“What is the purpose of these consta- 
bles? Do you ant pate any trouble in the 
country towns?" was asked Commissioner 
Fitzgerald. 

No, we don’t expect any trouble,” he re- 
plled. These constables are for the pur-

INGANITARY BAKERIES. 

The condition of many bakeries in the 
eongested districts is notorious. They are 
located mostly anderground in dark, win- 
dowless cellars. They violate all rules of 
sanitation. A number are positively pes- 
tilential. 

Many workers in the basement baksites 
are suffering from tuberculosis, asthma, 


spiratory organs. The long hours under- 
ground in foul air predispose the workers 
to these diseases.

When Ool. Roosevelt returned from Eu- 
rope he spoke with unusnal gravity of em- 


‘phasis concerning “America’s responsibility 


to the old world. It had been brought home 
to him there that men were watching our 
great democratic experiment with anxious 
hope, and he realized, what we at home too 
little realize, how much depends upon our 
working out that experiment to the better- 
ment of human life and the true progress of 
civilization throughout the globe. 

‘ot merely for ourselves are we working 
and fighting but for humanity. 

Our greatest men have felt this, and it 18 
not too lofty or too idealistic a consideration 
for the least of us. Certainly none of our 
public men can reach the highest plane of 
statesmanship without its eunobling influ- 
ence. . 

When Abraham Lincoln was traveling to 
Washington for his first inaugural, he spoke 
significantly upon this subject. He was pay - 
ing a tribute to the declaration at ae 
ence hall when he said; 

I have often inquired of myself what 
great principle or idea it was that kept 
this confederacy so long together. It 
was not the mere matter of separation 
of the colonies from the motherland but 
that sentiment in the declaration of in- 
dependence which gave liberty not alone 
to the people of this country but hope to 
all the world for all future time. It was 
that which gave promise that in due 
time the weights would be lifted from 
the shoulders of all men, and that all 
should have an equal chance. 

And Lincoln went on with these almost 
prophetic words: ' 

Now, my friends, can this country be 
saved on that basis? Ik it can, I will 
consider myself one of the happiest men 
in the world if I can help to sa ve it. It it 
cannot be saved upon that principle, it 

will de truly awful. But it this country 
cannot be saved without giving up that 
principle, I was About to say I would 
rather be assassibated on this spot than 

_ surrender it. 

When Col. Roosevelt, with the un- 
plumbed wound of an assassin in bis breast, 
spoke of his cause, it was ot this vision he 
‘spoke, of a world made better for the com- 
mon man, a world of burdens lightened, or 
broader justice and deeper kindliness. And 
there is no finer expression of this thought 
in n literature or in American oru- 


tory than that} 


Roosevelt’s great Ouürnegie Rall address of 
March 20, which he reiterated in his address 
at Madison Square garden last Wednesday. 
The leader for the time being, who- 
ever he may be, is bit an instrument, 
to be used until broken and then to be 
cast aside; and if he is worth his salt 
he will care no more when he js broken 
than a soldier cares when he is sent 
where his life is forfeit in order that the 
victory may be won.

BUSINESS AND HEALTH. 
ROBABLY the greatest significance 
of the present health awakening 

consists in the demand for greater 

human, efficiency. Cutting, in his 

“Church and Society,” admits 
commerce has done more to protect the 
public health than has the chufch. In 
the earlier days of the health movement 
business was active in health promotion. 
In that period nations were frequently 
devastated by consuming plagues. These 
paralyzing epidemics were destructive to 
business and business headed the forces 
that fought back. 

It was business that raised. Chicago 
datum and provided ‘sewerage facilities. 
Then health departments grew to be 
efficient enough to prevent the outbreaks 
of devastating epidemics, whereupon busi- 
ness fell away in its sympathy for health 
work, supported it but feebly and some- 
times opposed it. 

~~ 

Efforts at enforcement against con- 
sumption, bad housing, bad shop sanita- 
tion, meat inspection, pure food, have 
been fought by business, sometimes open- 
ly and sometimes invisibly but just as 
forcibly. Now, employer and empiloyé 
alike are awakening to a demand fot 
greater physical efficiency. This, in turn, 
is putting an enormously greater demand 
on ‘health departments and health agen- 
cies, public and private, that these agen- 


-cies are finding themselves unequal to. 


As this view grows the business and 
again. The support formerly given health 
agencies by business will be renewed, not 
sporadically or by philanthropy or char- 
ity, but steadily, for IT PAYS.

The National Cash Register company 
displays to its visitors a chart which 
shows the evolution of its business. From 
1882 to 1892 the business showed a slight 
steady gain. In 1892 there was a break- 
down. Five of the best employés— 
women—left them because the hygiene of 
the factory was ‘bad. They were re- 
placed by five untrained workers. 

The differenee in the output showed 
that the loss of the services of these five 
women cost the company $250 a day. 
At the end of the year $50,000 worth of 
badly constructed machines had been re- 
turned. The company then inaugurated 
a policy of better care of its employés. 
Better lighted, better aired, and cleaner 
factories, better toilet facilities, flowers, 
playgrounds physical examMations, gym- 
nasia, medical and surgical relief.

ed Britigh ambdesador in Japan, in 

guccession to Sir Claude Macdonald, 

was two years ago nominated to the 
post of minister at The Hague, but was re- 
jected by Queen Wilhelmina and her govern- 
ment as persona non grata, owing to the 
role which he had played at Pretoria as Eng- 
lish chargé d'affaires on the eve * the Boer 
war. 

He had 4 stormy time there i his efforts 
to enforce the civic and property rights of 
the uitlanders, or foreigners, among whom 
the English were included, and was the ob- 
ject of all sorts of charges of duplicity on the 
part of President Kru and of President 
Stein of the Orange Free state, and ultimate- 
ly received his papers in October, 1899, when 
Kruger made his extraordinary appeal to 
“the God of batties and invaded Natal. 

Bir Willlam and Lady Greene got away in 
perfect safety, although for several days 
greet anxiety prevailed on their account in 
England, owing to a report to the effect that 
they had been massacred. 

By reason of the refusa) of Queen Wilhel- 
mina td receive Sir William, although he 
had spent some time at The Hague as secre- 
tary of legation, when she was a girl of 10, 
Sir Alan Johnstone (whose wife is a sister of

Lord Exmouth ig no stranger in this coun- 
try, and was over here a couple of years or 
0 ago to visit his American relatives, not- 
ably his next heir, Henry Edward Pellew. 

The heir, who was one of the founders ot 
Keble college, Oxford, married, first, one of 
the daughters of the late William Jay, and, 
on becoming a widower, married her sister. 

He has by his first marrfage an oniy sur- 
viving son, Prof. Charles Ernest Peilew of 


Columbia university, New York, married to 


the daughter of Prof. Chandler of the same 
institution, and who is now the second heir 


to the barony of Exmouth. 


The fact that Prof. Pellew and his son, 
known at college as Peaches Pellew, are 
to all intents and purposes Americans, does 
not constitute by any means the only asso- 
ciation of their family with this country. 

One of their ancestors, Samue) Pellew, 
owned in Maryland the estate that is now 
occupied by the naval academy at Annapo- 
lis, and it was because his sons fought on the 
British side in the war of independence that 
he received no compensation whatever for his 
lands.

Of his four sons one was killed in a skirmish 
which preceded the surrender of Burgoyne 
at Saratoga, while another was Admiral Sir 
Israel Pellew, who commanded the Con- 
queror in the battle of Trafalgar.

affidavite or otherwise, that such damage 
will result. When a temporary restraining 
order is issued a hearing on the injunction 
must be given within ten days. 

Heretofore no time Umit was fixed by the 
rules, and often not by the courts. The court 
went still further and provided that those 
restrained may come into court within two 
Gays and be heard with expedition on a mo- 
tion to dissoive the restraining order.

The sister tried to protect her father and 
said. her mother must have been murdered 
for $200 in the house. Her denunciation of her 
sister was so loud and so warmly returned 
that the women were separated by the police. 
The coroner’s jury took a continuance until 
Nov. 12. 


OBITUARY. 


GEN. ROBERT WALLACE HALT died 
suddenly on Saturday at Chettanooge, Tenn. 

Gen. Healy, up to the time of hie death, 
Was one of the oldest eons of Chicago, being 
born here in 1886. He also was the oldest 
living graduate of Notre Dame univeralty. 
He is survived by his brother, James T.

The antique form of pleading is abrogated 
in the new rules for the modern forms of 
code states; judges are required, with few 
exceptions, to take testimony in court in- 
stead of appointing referees toe do so; and 
appellate courte authorized more generally to 
Gispose of suits instead of reversing on im- 
material errors. 


Justice White Explains Rules, 

Chief Justice White, explaining the rules 
from the bench, grouped the reforms ufider 
four or five heads. 

One was in regard to the exercise of power 
by the federal courts id equitable matters. 

Another was described as being cefined pri- 
marily to remove all unnecestary steps in 
modes of pleading and to ‘bring the parties 
quickly to the issue. 

Another was described as being a restric- 
tion in the modes of taking testimony, par- 
ticularly in patent and copyright cases. 

“The whole intention has been,“ said the 
chief justice, to bring the taking of testi- 
mony down to a more simplified and inexpen- 
sive method.” 

Another reform was said by the chief jus- 
tice to be illustrated by the statement that 
the new rules, as a general thing, provide for 
trial by the court, instead of a reference of 
the suit to a referee to take the testimony 
and report back to the court, 

The chief justice sald the new rules would 
make it possible for the Appellate court not 
to reverse suits merely because of errors not 
prejudicial. 

The rules will go into effect Feb. 1, 1918. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, had this to say about 
the new anti-injunction rule: 

“It ig a step in the right direction and
